At the other side of the cap ital, 
S p eak er B y rns, p redicted tha t the 
house would not agree to cut the 
bill down to $2,880,000,000 even if 
the senate should do so. 
"It would de« ,.,roy the enXtre p ur­ 
pose behind the p rogram of doing 
aw ay w ith the dole and rep lacing 
It w ith jobs,” he declared.

be w as a baby his p a rents and two 
older b rothers m oved to P ittsburgh, 
traveling by stage coach by day 
and sp ending the nights a t w ay side 
inns. T he coach w as draw n by four 
horses 
over 
unim p roved 
roads,

Ohio to O p e n Ideal 
Hunting Grounds for 
Sportsmen This Year 


I ; InU m illanil Ntwe Service. 
COLUMBUS. O.. Feb. 7 —Several 
hundred acres of Ideal 
hunting 
grounds are to be opened to sports­ 
men In Ohio this year, according to 
W. H. Reinhart, state conservation 
director. 
State 
forestry 
tracts 
will 
be 
thrown open 
to hunters during 
open season on pheasants, part­ 
ridge and rabbits, although small 
sections of the state-owned wooded 
sections will be closed off as sanc­ 
tuaries. 
The Roosevelt ga rife preserve of 
9.292 acres in southern Ohio has 
already been laid out for hunting 
this year. Three tracts of 35 acres 
each have been set Aff with wire 
and posted against hunting as sanc­ 
tuaries for game. 
The Jefferson county preserve of 
281 acres near Steubenville will be 
marked off within a few weeks and 
other state forests will be opened 
later. 
The small sanctuaries In these 
wooded sections will provide the 
birds and wild game that roam the 
state tracts with plenty of protec­ 
tion. Reinhart said, "Birds, particu­ 
larly, learn to flock to these pro­ 
tected areas 
when shooting be­ 
gins," he said. 
Reinhart said the department Is 
opening the state lands because 
hunters are overrunning the avail­ 
able hunting grounds, with numer­ 
ous accidents resulting. 


Because he believes ms ny per­ 
sons have been commissioned Ken­ 
tucky colonels who haven’t been 
worthy” of the honor, Gov.

Unlimited discu ssion and stu dy are re- 
gu lred to Insu re real p rogress. It remains 
to bo seen whether or not congress, sadly 
oat of p ractice, will be able to enact legia- 
latiOB which will be of lasting credit to its 
enthu siasm for the thesis of social secu r­ 
ity. 
Prop osaJe for revieion of the p rogram 
eabmitted by the W hite Hou se w ere made 
Taeeday by Secretary of the Treasu ry Mor- 
fenthan. The changes recommended, deal­ 
ing with finance, are known to have come 
from President RooseYelt. H ere is real evi- 
fence of the strict necessity of cau tion. 
Had the p rogram been enacted aa rap idly 
aa aome enthu siaata wanted it to be, mis­ 
takes which the fram ers of the p rogram al­ 
ready have fou nd wou ld be law. 
It Is u nfortu nate that the su bject has 
been op ened In a p eriod when p u blic dis- 
•nasioD of secu rity la 
clu ttered 
with so 
many soft, half baked theories. There is 
teng er that aome of them may get mixed 
np with the good ideas. The worst thing 
th at <M>u Id hap p en to the social secu rity 
frogram wou ld be an encu mbrance of mis­ 
takes imp osed on it by legislators whose 
thinking p rocesses habitu ally are attract­ 
ed to error, Insanity and silly radicalism. 
T he United States is ready tor social 
•ecu rity. There is a demand for a com- 
p rehensiTe p rogram ao strong and general 
th at it mu st be m et w ith action. Unless 
there exist concu rrently with the demand 
an honest realisation th at social insu rance 
m u st be established on a sou nd actu arial 
basis, tba resu lt 
m ight easily become a 
eu ree instead of a hleeslng. Intelligence 
of a high order It in demand to deal with 
this momentou s m atter. Legislators are not 
dealing with an emergency now, bu t with 
the welfare of generation's as yet u nborn. 


Labor 
Angry siatcm ents 
exchanged 
between 
Donald R. Richberg and sp okesmen for th^ 
American Federation of Labor are the sign 
of an im p ortant condition in relationship 
betwesn the new deal and organised labor. 
At best, this condition p romises to lead to 
an estrangem ent. At worst, It may lead to 
op en conflict. 
Had the American Federation of Labor 
gained the p rivilege It sou ght last sp ring 
of becoming sole sp okesmen for labor in 
the au tomobile Indu stry, it inevitably wou ld 
have become 
an 
increasingly 
imp <H'tant 
factor in the indu strial and bu slnees stru o- 
tare. It did not gain the p rivilege. As a re­ 
su lt it has not been u nable to make im­ 
p ortant strides toward its goal of becom­ 
ing the p owerfu l organization it wou ld like 
to be. It is fighting for existence as an in- 
fep endent, p owerfu l labor organization. 
This is the most im p ortant fact of all 
to remember in the next few months. The 
American Federation of Labor has tu rned 
on the new deal with bitter criticism. 
It 
has u ndertaken to ru in Mr. Richberg, de­ 
sp ite bit record as an eminent champ ion of 
labor. By Inference, it has 
threatened 
Frealdent Roosevelt himself becau se he 
taw not acceded to the federation's demands. 
By continu ing the au tomobile Indu stry’s 
•ode against the American Federation of 
Labor's objections. President Roosevelt re­ 
vealed a new conviction in his administra­ 
tion’s fitaicy regarding the organization. 
*’W e have been accu stomed to a discu s­ 
sion of codes being imp osed on indu stry, 
bu t this tim e a code Is imp osed on labor,” 
eomm snted William Green, p resident of the 
American Federation of Labor, on hearing 
abou t President Roosevelt’s extension of 
ttie au tom obile code. This is a significant 
statem ent. The most ardent champ ions 
of 
th s federation cannot be blind to the or- 
0 m isation’s p resent p osition. It has lost 
tbe u nq u alified su p p ort of the Roosevelt 
4|jltasinistration. Unless extreme care is ex­ 
ercised, it may lose the administration's 
ijiWllfled su p p ort, also. 
------------------- 
Extended To Ju ne 16 
Extension of the au tomobile indu stry’s 
to Ju ne 16 by President Roosevelt’s 
order is a hop efu l gestu re. It does not con­ 
stitu te an absolu te gu arantee of order and 
tp tlet In the indu stry, hu t Is a s attem p t to 
9p ae« ve tae statu s q u o u ntil the fate of 
ttie aatiosal recovery act has been deter- 
mtaed by congress. 
Sp u hesmea of the A m ericas Federation 


of rwbor are not satisfied with the term s 
of the extenslor. 
Their organization’s re­ 
q u irements have not been m e t 
It bas be­ 
come dou btfu l, however, w hether the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor haa the right to 
sp eak for labor in the au tomobile indu stry. 
Labor elections in D etroit were distinctly 
u nfavorable to the federation. 
The q u estion, th e r^ ore is; 
How su ccess­ 
fu lly can the national au tomobile labor 
board deal wjth labor organizations other 
than the American Federation of Labor? 
Ru mors of labor trou ble in the au tomobile 
Indu stry have been nu merou s. 
It there a 
p ossibility they may have em anated from 
sou rces which do not rep resent the major­ 
ity of au tomobile labor? Ap p arently, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, who shou ld be In p ossession 
of adeq u ate infm-mation on the m atter, has 
been convinced th at his best cou rse is to 
listen to the American Federation of Labor 
with only one ear when au tonoobile labor 
Is the top ic. 


The President’s extension of the au tomo­ 
bile code calls for two changes in the in­ 
du stry’s p ractice. 
One p rovklee for Intro­ 
du ction of new models In the fall, Instead 
of in Janu ary. 
The p u rp ose is to sp read 
emp loyment more evenly over the year. The 
other change calls for time and a half p ay 
for overtim e in excess of 48 hou rs a week. 
Both changes, ap p arently, have the su p p ort 
of emp loyers. 


The m erit clau se, storm center of con­ 
troversy between the American Federation 
of Labor and emp loyers, rem ains in the 
code. 
If the Indu stry can continu e orderly 
p rodu ction on the new basis, it will be a 
telling blow a t the p restige of the federa­ 
tion. 
Its attem p t to organise au tomobile 
labor u nder the p rivileges granted in the 
recovery act will 
have been fru strated. 
Faced with the p ossibility of defeat in this 
im p ortant field of labor, the federation’s 
strategy will be watched with extraordinary 
Interest. 


Imp ending 
Sp ecu lation on the su p reme cou rt’s ru ling 
in the gold p ayment cases has calmed down 
to a condition of factu al realisation. 
All 
the p ossibilities have been p lu mbed. It haa 
been showr that the cou rt’s decision will 
not have any im mediate effect on the con­ 
dition of the whole p eop le. 
There is more 
cu riosity than fear on the eve of the deci­ 
sion. 


The cou rt’s ru ling on th e Minnesota act 
su sp ending ap p lication of certain clau ses in 
mortgages is being reviewed for the light it 
aheds on the thinking of the nine cou rt 
members. 
The Minnesota act was u p held 
by a vota of K to 4. The majority was com­ 
p osed of Chief Ju stice Hu ghes and Ju stices 
Brandéis, Stone, Roberts and Cardoso. The 
minority was comp osed of Ju stices Van De- 
vanter, McReynotda, Su therland and Bu tler. 


The majority held the circu mstances u n­ 
der which the Constitu tion was framed, the 
p roceedings of the constitu tional convention 
and the bases of constitu tional law showed 
that the constitu tional p rohibition against 
any state making a lew imp airing the obli­ 
gation of contracts is not ”an absolu te one 
and is not to be read with literal exactnees 
like a mathematical formu la.” 


"The ec<momic Interests of the state," the 
ru ling said, "may Ju stify the exercise of Its 
continu ing and dominant p rotective p ower, 
notwithstanding interference with contracts. 
. . . The q u estion is . . . w hether the legis­ 
lation Is addressed to a legitim ate end and 
the measu res taken are reasonable and ap ­ 
p rop riate to that end." 
Referring to the claim tbat the Minnesota 
mortgage moratoriu m did not afford eq u al 
p rotection of law to all, the majority ru led 
tbat the law might benefit both mortgageea 
and mortgagors by p reventing the imp end­ 
ing ru in of both. 
It will be recalled tbat 
Attorney 
General 
Cu mmings, 
defending 
abrogation of the gold clau se before the 
su p rem e cou rt, stressed both the emergency 
which p romp ted the order and the chaos 
which wou ld be cau sed by finding the or­ 
der u nconstitu tional. 


The Stamp Bu iinest 
A bill introdu ced by Sen. Norris for the 
p u rp ose of making the p ostoffice dep art­ 
ment a bu sineas institu tion u nder a non­ 
p artisan p ostmaster general seems a IHUe 
behind limes. The p ostotfice dep artm ent 
already is a bu siness institu tion. 
Take the m atter of stam p s and stamp 
collectors. Here is a p rodu ct and here is a 
market. Postm aster 
General 
Farley

The p hilatelic agency of the dep artm ent ia

Intelligence 
af a high order is In demand to deal with 
this momentous matter. Legislators ars not 
dealing with an emergancy now, but with 
tbs wslfara of generations as yet unborn. 


Labor 
Angry statem ents 
exchanged 
b u ween 
Donald R. Richberg and spokesman lo: lh* 
American Federation of Labor are the sign 
of aa important condition in relationship 
between the new deal and organisad labor. 
At beat, thia condition promises to lead to 
an aatrangement. At worst, it miy lead to 
tpeu conflict. 
Had the American Federation of Labor 
gainad th* privilege it sought last spring 
af becoming sole spokesmen tor labor in 
th* automobile industry, It inevitably would 
have become 
an 
increasingly 
important 
factor in the industrial and business atmo- 
feure. It did not gain the privilege. A i a r e 
gelt It bes not bean unable to make im­ 
portant stride* toward its goal of becom­ 
ing the powerful organisation It would like 
to be. It is fighting for existence as an in­ 
dependent, powerful labor organisation. 
This is the most important fact of all 
to remember in the next few months. Th# 
American Federation of Labor has turned 
•a the new deal with bitter criticism. 
It 
has undertaken to ruin Mr. Richberg, de­ 
spite his record as an eminent champion of 
labor. By infarenca, it has 
threatened 
President Roosevelt himself because 
he 
has not acceded to the federation's demands. 
By continuing the automobile industry’s 
gods against the American Federation of 
Labor's objections, Prssidsnt Roosevelt re­ 
vealed A new conviction in his administra­ 
tion's policy regarding the organisation. 
"W e have been accustomed to a discus­ 
sion of codes being imposed on industry, 
but this tim e a code is Imposed on labor,” 
commented William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, on bearing 
About President Roosevelt's extension of 
tHe automobile code. This is a significant 
statem ent. The most ardent champions 
of 
the federation cannot be blind to the or­ 
ganisation’s present position. It has lost 
the unqualified support of the Roosevelt 
Administration. Unless extreme care is ex- 
•relied. it may lose the administration’s 
qualified support, also. 


Extended To June 16 
Bxtsnsion of the automobile industry's 
to June 16 by President Roosevelt's 
order is a hopeful gesture. It does not con- 
lU tuts an absolute guarantee of order and 
quiet in the Industry, but is an attem pt to 
preserve the status quo until the fate of 
A a national recovery act has been deter­ 
mined by congress. 
Spokesmen of the American Federation 


of Im bor are not satisfied with the term s 
of the extension. 
Their organisation s re­ 
quirements have not been m e t 
It bas be­ 
come doubtful, however, w hether the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor has th* right to 
sp«ak for labor in the automobile industry. 
Labor elections in Detroit were distinctly 
unfavorable to the federation. 
The question, therefore is; 
How success­ 
fully can the national automobile labor 
board deal wjth labor organisations other 
than the American Federation of Labor? 
Rumors of labor trouble in the automobile 
industry have been numerous. 
Is th e n a 
possibility they may have em anated from 
sources which do not represent the major­ 
ity of automobile labor? Apparently, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, who should be In posseesion 
of adequate information on th* m atter, has 
been convinced th at his best course is to 
listen to the American Federation of Labor 
with only one ear when automobile labor 
Is the topic. 


The President's extension of the automo­ 
bile code calls for two changes in tbs in­ 
dustry’s practice. 
One provide# for intro­ 
duction of new models in the fall, Instead 
of In January. 
The purpose is to spread 
employment more evenly over the year. The 
other change calls for time and a half pay 
for overtime In excess of 48 hours a week. 
Both changes, apparently, have the support 
of employers. 


The merit clause, storm center of con­ 
troversy betwesn the American Federation 
of Labor and employers, rem ains in the 
code. 
If the Industry can continue orderly 
production on the new basis, it will be a 
telling blow at th* prestige of the federa­ 
tion. 
Its attem pt to organise automoblla 
labor under the privileges granted in th* 
recovery act will hav* bean frustrated. 
Faced with the possibility of defeat in this 
Important field of labor, the federation’s 
strategy will be watched with extraordinary 
interest. 


Impending 
Speculation on the supreme court's ruling 
in the gold payment cases has calmed down 
to a condition of factual realisation. 
All. 
the possibilities have been plumbed. It has 
been showr that the court’s decision will 
not h a rt any Immediate effect on the con­ 
dition of the whole people. 
There is more 
curiosity than fear on the ava of the deci­ 
sion. 


The court's ruling on th e Minnesota act 
suspending application of certain clauses in 
mortgsgee is being reviewed for the light It 
sheds on the thinking of the nine court 
members. 
Th* Minnesota act was upheld 
by a vote of i to 4. The majority was com­ 
posed of Chief Justice Hughe* and Justices 
Brandels, Stone, Roberts and Cardoso. The 
minority was composed of Justices Van De­ 
venter, McReynolds, Sutherland and Butler. 


Th* majority held th* circumstances un­ 
der which the Constitution was framed, th* 
proceedings of the constitutional convsntion 
and the bases of constitutional law showed 
that the constitutional prohibition against 
any state making a lew impairing the obli­ 
gation of contracts Is not ‘‘an absolute on* 
and is not to be read with literal exactness 
like a mathematical formula.” 


’’The economic Interests of the slate,’’ th* 
ruling said, "may Justify ths axarcise of Its 
continuing and dominant protective power, 
notwithstanding interference with contracts. 
. . . The question is . . . whether the legis­ 
lation Is addressed to a legitim ate and and 
th* measure* taken are reasonable and ap­ 
propriate to that end.” 
Referring to the claim that the Minnesota 
mortgage moratorium did not afford equal 
protection of law to all. the majority ruled 
that the law might benefit both mortgagee* 
and mortgagors by preventing the impend­ 
ing ruin of both.

defending 
abrogation of the gold clause before the 
supreme court, stressed both the emergency

A bill Introduced by Sen. Norris for the 
purpose of making the postoffice depart­ 
ment a business Institution under a non­ 
partisan postmaster general seems a little 
behind times. Ths postoffice departm ent 
already is a business institution. 
Take the m atter of stam ps and stamp 
collectors. Here is a product and here la a 
market. Postm aster

has 
seen hi* duty and performed it promptly. 
The philatelic agency of the departm ent is 
expected to do a 
million dollar business 
this year selling first

To neglect the temporary teeth, 
the "milk teeth” as they are more 
commonly called, is almost u niv er­ 
sal.

The permanent teeth are defin­ 
itely influ enced by the health of 
the temporary teeth. It is now 
known to be a fact that neglect of 
the milk teeth lead« to fau lty de­ 
v elopment of the permanent teeth. 
In spite of this Knowledge, re­ 
ports continu e to show that at least 
ninety percent of y ou ng children 
hav e dental delects. Id most in­ 
stances these defects cou ld hav e 
been prev ented and then the dental 
decay of later life wou ld hav e been 
av oided.

Foods 
rich In v itamins and minerals will 
help to bu ild sou nd and stu rdy 
teeth. For this reason It is adv isa­ 
ble to giv e the infant and growing 
child a dally qu ota of cod liv er 
oil or one of its modem equ iv al 
ents. This tonic, or food, or what­ 
ev er It may be named, aids in the 
growth and dev elopment of strong 
bones and good teeth. 
Ev ery child shou ld hav e in the 
dally diet an adequ ate su pply of 
fresh fru its, 
v egetables, cereals, 
bu tter and eggs. Make certain there 
is su fficient lime. It is imperativ e 
that the child hav e at least a qu art 
of milk each day . This mineral 
is of the u tmost importance in the 
dev elopment of the bony stru ctu re 
of the body . It Is essential for the 
proper formation of the teeth. 
Cau se of Adu lt Ailments 
Make su re the child has plenty 
of fresh air and su nlight. The su n 
light is natu re’s agent to dev elop 
v itamins in the b(» dy and thu s to 
promote health. 
Bear In mind that merely bru sh 
Ing ihs teeth is not su fficient to 
make the teeth healthy . 
Cleanli 
ness Is Mseiltial, of cou rse, bu t in 
Itself It will not prev ent decay . 
Cleanliness, plu s the needed dental 
care, together 
with proper diet, 
will preserv e the temporary teeth 
and help to dev elop stu rdy perma­ 
nent teeth. 
The child who has poor teeth 
will u ndou btedly siffer from phy si­ 
cal disorders In later life. Su ch dis­ 
tu rbances as 
neu ritis, 
arthritis 
fau lty v ision, rheu matism, 
heart

The senate would meet separate­ 
ly once a month to advise the gov­ 
ernor on m atters of state and pol­ 
icy. 
Ita members would be elect­ 
ed for four-year terma. 
Represen- 
tatlvea would be elected for two- 
year terma. 
Observers feel, however, it will 
be some time before Ohio has, lf it 
ever does a unicameral legislature.

The recent birthday anniversary 
of the late President William Mc­ 
Kinley serves to recall that he had 
the u nprecedented record of voting 
for three martyred chief execu - 
tlves, Abraham Lincoln, James A, 
Garfield and himself. Garfield voted 
twice for Lincoln and for himself. 
Mr. McKinley cast his first presi­ 
dential vote in 1864 for Abraham 
Lincoln, when the latter was seek­ 
ing bis second term. His last presf- 
dsntia! ballot was cast for himself 
In 1» 00. 
Born on Jan. 28, 1848, William 
MsKinley was Ju st II in 1864 and 
thu s q u alified to vote in the fall 
presidential election. He was one 
of 2,216,017 voters who cast their 
ballots for Mr. Lincoln, who was 
retu rned victoriou s over General 
George B. McClellan. It so happen­ 
ed that Mr. McKinley only 
twice 
voted for presidential candidates 
who were defeated. 
He su pported James G. Blaine In 
1884 when he lost to Grover Cleve­ 
land and in 1898 he voted for Ben­ 
jamin Harrison who was also de­ 
feated by Mr. Cleveland. 
All of the presidential candidates 
for whom William McKinley voted 
were lawyers except James 
O. 
Blaine, newspaperman and legisla­ 
tor, and General IT. S. Grant, the 
ou tstanding soldier. 
When 25 in 1868, Mr. McKinley 
voted for General Grant, who was 
then bu t 46 years of age. General 
Grant again received Mr. McKin­ 
ley's vote in 187 2. Fou r years later, 
at 88. McKinley cast his ballot for 
Ru therford B. Haymi. It was 
in 
that year that Mr. McKinley made 
his first visit to East Liverpool

To neglect the temporary teeth, 
the “milk teeth” ae they are more 
commonly called, is almost univer­ 
sal. These teeth, twenty in number, 
are replaced by 
the 
permanent 
teeth tome time between the agee 
of six and twelve years. 
The permanent teeth are defin­ 
itely influenced by the health of 
the temporary teeth. It is now 
known to be a fact that neglect of 
the milk teeth leede to faulty de­ 
velopment of the permanent teeth. 
In spite of this knowledge, 
re­ 
ports continue to show that at least 
ninety percent of young children 
have dental defects. In most In­ 
stances these defects could have 
been prevented and then the dental 
decay of later life would have been 
avoided. This happens because of 
tbe mistaken idea that, since the 
milk teeth are temporary struc­ 
tures they do not require hygienic 
and dental attention. 
Importance of Early Dental Care 
I cannot overestimate the great 
importance of early dental care. 
This attention 
should 
be 
given 
while the youngster is still in the 
Infant stage. The teeth should be 
brushed at least twice a day, and 
as soon as the child is old enough 
to hold a brush, it should be taught 
bow to brush its teeth. 
Cavities aud other dental 
de­ 
fects require dental care even lf 
the teeth are temporary. By having 
ail cavities filled and other defects 
of the teeth corrected, the child is 
almost certain to have strong and 
healthy permanent teeth. With that 
care, too, certain disorders will be 
avoided and the general health will 
be benefited. 
In addition to hygienic care, pro­ 
per food la necessary to nourish 
and keep the teeth healthy. Foods 
rich in vitamins and minerals will 
help to build sound and sturdy 
teeth. For (his reason it Is advisa­ 
ble to give the infant and growing 
child a daily quota of cod liver 
oil or one of its modern equival­ 
ents. This tonic, or food, or what­ 
ever it may be named, aids in the 
growth and development of strong 
bones and qood teeth. 
Every child should have In the 
daily diet an adequate supply of 
fresh fruits, 
vegetables, cereals, 
butter and eggs. Make certain there 
Is sufficient lime. It is imperative 
that the child have at least a quart 
of milk each day. This mineral 
is of the utmost importance in the 
development of the bony structure 
of the body. It is essential for the 
proper formation of the teeth. 
Cause of Adult Ailments 
Make sure tha child has plenty 
of fresh air and sunlight. The sun­ 
light is nature's agent to develop 
vitamins In the body and thus to 
promote health. 
Bear in mind that merely brush­ 
ing Ola teeth la not sufficient to 
make the teeth healthy. 
Cleanli­ 
ness is essential, of course, but in 
itself it will not prevent decay. 
Cleanliness, plus the needed dental 
care, together 
with proper diet, 
Will preserve the temporary teeth 
and help to develop sturdy perma­ 
nent teeth. 
The child who has poor teeth 
will undoubtedly sifter from physi­ 
cal disorders in later life. Such dis­ 
turbances 
aa 
neuritis, 
arthritis, 
faulty vision, 
rheumatism, 
heart 
disease, kidney disease, constipa­ 
tion and other disorders can often 
be traced to faulty 
denial care. 
You can make certain his escape 
from these chronic disorders of 
later life by giving your child’s 
teeth the very best care.

The Sunlit Road

Th* recent birthday anniversary 
of the late President William Mc­ 
Kinley serves to recall that he had 
the unprecedented record of voting 
for three martyred chief execu­ 
tives. Abraham Lincoln, James A. 
Garfield and himself. Garfield voted 
twice for Lincoln and for himself. 
Mr. McKinley cast his first presi­ 
dential vote In IIH for Abraham 
Lincoln, when the latter was seek­ 
ing his second term. His last presi­ 
dential ballot was cast for himsalf 
in 1900. 
Born on Jan. St, 1142, William 
McKinley was just SI in 1184 and 
thus qualified to vote in the fall 
presidential election. He was one 
of 2,118,017 woters who cast their 
ballots for Mr. Lincoln, who was 
returned victorious over General 
George B. McClellan. It so happen­ 
ed that Mr. McKinley only 
twice 
voted for preeidentlal candidate* 
who were defeated. 
He supported James O. Blaine in 
1884 when he lost to Orover Cleve­ 
land and In 1882 ha voted for Ben­ 
jamin Harrison who was also de­ 
feated by Mr. Cleveland. 
All et the preeidentlal candide tee 
flip whom William McKinley voted 
were lawyers except James 
O. 
Blaine, newspaperman and legists-! 
tor. and General U. 8. Grant, th* 
outstanding soldier. 
When 25 in 1888, Mr. McKinley 
voted for General Grant, who was! 
then but 48 years of age. General 
Grant again received Mr. McKln- 
iey’s vote in 1872. Four year* later. 
at $8. McKinley cast his ballot for 
Rutherford B. Hayes. It was 
in 
that year that Mr. McKinley made 
his first visit to East Liverpool 
while eeeklng election to congress 
from the lith Ohio district. 
In 1880 the former Ohio con 
greesman voted for James A. Gar­ 
field. hts companion in the house 
of representatives. Mr. McKinley 
picked hie first loser in the 1884 
presidential campaign when 
he 
voted for James G. Blaine. How­ 
ever four years later Mr. McKin­ 
ley backed 
Benjamin 
Hatriaon 
In his winning campaign. 
Mr. McKinley again supported! 
Mr. Harrison 
when the 
latter] 
sought re-election In 1892, 
but 
Orover Cleveland wa* returned the 
winner. Mr. McKinley, Incidentally, 
presided over the Minneapolis con 
ventton that renominated Mr. Har­ 
rison In 1892. 
In 1898 Mr. McKinley was the 
Republican nominee and defeated 
William Jennings Bryan. He was 
then SS years of age as he opposed 
Mr. Bryan, then only SI.

"Captain" William Ruhe of 1222

By ‘Cap’ Ruhe, Now 75 


Captain” William Ruhe of 1222 
Oak street, who will be 75 this 
month, retired by the fire depart­ 
ment after

End station Wednesday afternoon, 
sad reminiscences were In order.
